Dave Fisk, NOMK, brought in two 
different line launchers he uses. The 
first was a smaller slingshot style which 
employs a Zebco fishing reel and 
standard fishing weight. The other, 
mounted on a long pole can be utilized 
in two ways: 1) using just the sling shot 
and a 1 lb weight 2) using the sling shot 
and fishing reel with an 8 oz weight.
